A wajority ex- 
pressed both the hope and belief 
President Coolidge would sign the bill 
in its present form.

$10,000 WAS RANSOM 
KIDNAPERS DEMANDED 


Youth Was Seized as He 

Left School En Route 
for Home Wednesday 
Afternoon. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Chicago, May 22.—Kidnaped and 
held for a $10,000 ransom, and mur- 
dered when’ the kidnapers believed 
their plans were about to miscarry, 
the nude body of Robert Franks, 14- 
year-old son of Jacob Franks, million- 
aire Chicago manufacturer, was found 
in a swamp on the south side today 
with the head crushed and the body 
stripped of all means of identification. 

At the time the body was found the 
parents, unaware of the fate of their 
son, were awaiting a visit from the 
kidnapers in order to turn over the 
money to them, having followed the in- 
structions of the abductors to the Jet- 
ter, even refraining from otifying 
the police. 

Tonight one of the greatest man- 
hunts in Chicago's history was under 
way, with more than 5,000 policemen 
and detectives scouring the city in 
search for the slayers. Despite the 
slim clues, it was reported arrests 
were imminent. 

A reward of $10,000 was offered 
tonight for information leading to 
the arrest or conviction of the boy's 
Slayers. Of this amount, $5,000 was 
offered by the boy's father and a 


Cunning Was Shown. 

| A certain cunning was shown by 
the slayers for, after divesting the 
body of clothing, they adjusted a pair 
of spectacles which were found in 
place when the body was discovered. 
This fact disarmed any suspicion of 
the Franks family that the body of 
the youth, found crammed into a cul- 


vert in a swamp, was that of their son 
until hours after the body had heen 
recovered, when an uncle of the youth 
went to a morgue and at once made 
the identification. The father, still 
waiting for the abductors, refused to 
believe the slain boy was his son un- 
til he had made a personal identifica- 
tion. 

Young Franks was last seen alive 
yesterday about 3:30 p. m., when he 
left several companions after umpir- 
ing a ball game at the Harvard 
school, a private institution in an ex- 
clusive south side residential district 
where he was a_ student. He told 
companions that he was gving home. 
That is the last time he was seen 
alive by friends. 

The parents, alarmed over failure 
of Robert to arrive home, commui- 
cated with the school authorities and 
an unsuccessfu! search was started. 
At 10:30 o'clock, the first inkling 
of the bay’s fate reached them in the 
form of a telept.one call to the Frants 
home from a man who said his name 
was Johnson.

PHILLIPS SOUGHT 
$2 COMMISSION, 
HENRY TESTIFIES 


Washington, May 22.—A. A. Hen- 
ry, president of the Metropolitan 
Lumber company, of Chicago, _ testi- 


fied today at the trial of John L. 
Phillips, of Georgia, on charges of 
conspiracy in surplus government 
lumber sales, that Phillips tried to 
get bim to pay $2 per thousand feet 
under a secret agreement, in addition 
to the purchase price, of five mil- 
lion feet of army surplus lumber. 
The witness said he consulted coun- 
sel, who advised against the arrange- 
ment, and he did not pay the $10,000 
which he declared had been asked. 
The witness said he wrote a let- 
ter to Phillips regarding his un- 
derstanding of the alleged arrange- 
ment, which he said provided for 
payment of $2 per thousand to C. CO. 
Arnett, whom he supposed to be 
an agent of Phillips, for calling the 
attention of the witness to the lum- 
ber, and for the assistance of Ar- 
nett in expediting the handling. 
Assistant Attorney General Pazk- 
er then introduced what purported 
to be a letter from Phillips to the 
witness, in which Phillips declared 
Henry must have misunderstood the 
matter and called attention to the 
fact that he was acting for the gov- 
ernment as well as the lumber :n- 
dustry, and that it was improper 
that he should be paid anything in 
addition to the government price. 
Phillips asked the witness, according 
to the latter, to disavow the making 
of an “improper proposal,” which 
the witness said he did by a nota- 
tion that he withdrew the offer. 
“Now we can start all over again,” 
Phillips declared, according to the 
witness. 

Phillips, the witness testified, then 
had Henry sign a letter addressed 
to Roland Perry, the Washington 
man who is named in the indict- 
ment, but who obtained a separete 
trial because of illness. In that 
letter, the witness agreed to pay 
Perry the $2 mentioned previous'y, 
Henry said. “He said his suspicion 
was aroused and he consulted an 
attorney.

It was 
contended the increase would force a 
breakup of larger estates and result 
in lower collections than under the 
present rates, 

Representative Green, however, said 
the treasury actuary had estimated 
the increase would ‘ring in about $10,- 
(00,000 more revenue annually, which, 
he said, is “scarcely any more than 
could be expected from the increase in 
the value of the estates subject to 
this tax as the wealth of the country 
increases,” 

Expect Revenue Increase. 

Explaining further his estimates, by 
which it was figured the pending bill 
would not cause a deficit, Mr. Green 
said that by the end of the next fiscal 
year “we may expect a further in- 
crease in our receipts due to the nat- 
ural increase of business and the stim- 
ulus afforded by a tax reduction which 
in the fiscal year 1925, although not 
as large as it will be in the fiseal 
vear 1926, will amount to over $400,- 
000.000,.”’ 

“While we can reasonably expect 
this increase.” he continued. “it is too 
early now to make any reliable es- 
timate for 1926 bevond the fact, as I 
have already shown, that on the pres- 
ent basis we will carry over into that 
vear a surplus after allowing for

‘as originally estimated, ineluding the 


amount required for the bonus. On 
the whole I do not anticipate any def- 
icit for that year.”

There can be no question also of 
the wisdom of such a constitutional 
inhibition against indiscriminate 
levying of taxes by miscellaneous 
boards connected with a municipal

government, separately func- 


tioning. 

It is the regular, the systematic 
and certainly the only satisfactory 
method of levying taxes—the con- 
centration of that authority In one 
head each for state, county and mu- 
nicipal divisions of tax control. 

We are confronted with state, 
county and city taxes, levied under 
the present system on tangible and 
intangible properties—ad valorem.

It is not in the county or city 
divisions.

Sure Way To Make

When the cotton plant is about 
twenty days oid apply on each plant a 
sinall quantity of calcium arsenate. 
When the plant is about forty days 
old and begins to form squares, apply 
with a hand-gun or dusting machine ; 
if you use dust, about five pounds of | 
culclum arsenate to the acre. Then 
five days later repeat the precess, and 
then five days later repeat again. 
Then pick up and destroy all fallen 
sguares. When the plant is about 
sixty days old and begins to bloom, if 


pared and fertilized, planted with 
good seed and properly cultivated,

plan is carried out that the ravages of 
the boll weevill will be eliminated.

L had never thought of it in just that 
way «before, but it struck me that 
maybe that expivins why so many 
of the doctors still advise folks to be 
cereful about exposure—to weather 
—or maybe to hurry home and take 
a hot mustard foot bath if they do 
happen to get their feet wet—one 
health officer actually gave such ad- 
vice through the press recently—and 
put the soft pedal on the real mode 
of infection if they mention it at all. 
It is difficult to tell how this remind 
ed me of the housewife who carefully 
locks up the house when she’s going 
out for a while and then leaves the 
key under the doermat so if anybody 
should want to get ie while she is 
uway the key will be easily found. 
And that in turn reminds me that
